Since a recent survey by the War 
Production B >ard shov/s that, of 60 
million receivers in use at the start 
of the w ar, 23% or nearly 14 million 
sets need rep air and 15% or 9 m il­ 
lion are out of commission, the need 
for new receivers will be very large.

“ HOW do drug* act?” asks an 
intelligent laym an. “ I know w hat 
the effect* of acme of them are, but 
how do they exert those effect*? 
For instance, coffee keeps you 
awake and increases kidney ac­ 
tion. But ju s t how does it do it?" 
The answ er can be m ade quite 
exactly in the case of m ost drugs. 
T here is no branch of medical 
science th a t has m ade g rea ter 
strides than pharm ocology, the 
science of the action of drugs. 


now Coffee Acts 


In the case of coffee, for in ­ 
stance, the explanation is th a t the 
blood flow through the brain and 
kidneys is increased by coffee. The 
pharm acologist knows this because 
he can m easure the blood com ing 
aw ay from these organs w ith in ­ 
strum ental means. He can even 
give a d ru g which constricts the 
blood vessels of the kidney, such 
as epinephrine, and then by ad ­ 
m inistering caffeine show th a t the 
vessels dilate and the rate of blood 
flow is increased ss much as 20%. 
Most drugs, however, exert their 
effect* through the nervous sys­ 
tem. And this can be dem onstrated 
very convincingly. 


Investigation of Problem 


As an illustration of the way 
the pharm acologist investigates a 
problem, let us take the action of 
epinephrine or adrenalin in reliev- 
ing a spasm of asthm a. We know 
th at an attack of asthm a is due to 
contraction 
of 
the 
involuntary 
muBcle 
fibers 
surrounding 
the 
small bronchial tubes. We know 
th a t a hypoderm ic injection is 
practically certain to relieve it. 
How does it act? 
The involuntary muscles su r­ 
rounding the bronchial tulles are 
under control of the autom atic 
nervous system , the vagus nerve, 
which causes them to contract, and 
the 
sym pathetic 
nerves, 
which 
cause them to relax. The p h ar­ 
macologist can paralyze the vagus 
nerve, but when epinephrine is 
g;ven under these circum stances 
the bronchial muscles dilate ju st 
the same. So he m ust conclude th a t 
the way epinephrine acts consists 
of stim ulating the sym pathetic 
nerves. 


In the esse of another drug 
which also relieves asthm a, atro ­ 
pine, the action is ju st tne oppo­ 
site. It is .stimulation of the vagus 
which accom plishes the result, be­ 
c a te r if th#* vagus is cut, there is 
no result from the adm inistration 
of atropine. 
The autom atic (technically auto­ 
m atic) nervous system innervates 
the muscles which act w ithout the 
use of our will pow er— from the 
pupil of the eye down to the h ea rt 
muscle and the muscles of the wail 
of the stom ach and intestines. One 
set of nerves stim ulates them and 
one set contracts them . Most of our 
internal m echanism s are under 
this control, and there are a g rea t 
m any drugs which are selective in 
th eir action, of stim ulating or de­ 
pressing one or the other. Some 
are so selective th a t they affect one 
group — say the intestines — and 
leave all the others unaffected.
